"Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  am  speaking  to  you  from  the  new  Armory  here  in  Salt  Lake  City  where  at 
this  very  moment  Albert  Allran,  president  of  the  NANMP,  is  presiding  over  the  first  business  meeting  of 
the  convention.

"Back  again  in  New  York  we  have  come  to  the  grand  finale  of  the  Travelogue— a  visit  to  an  average 
small  American  city  where  the  average  American  lives  a  well-rounded,  abundant  life.

His  assistants,  Glenn  Seitz,  John  Hamby,  and  Ralph  Robinson,  are 
covering  the  Valdese  Invitational  Basketball  Tournament  now  in  progress.  The  attractive  receptionist  who 
has  been  so  cordially  showing  us  around  the  office  is  Miss  Dorothy  Knott.
